Mr. Swallow stcted that the various 
John Deere manufacturing plants at 
Waterloo, Iowa, covered 96 acres and 
the tractor plant had a capacity of 
from 285 to 300 tractors a day. He 
further stated that the company had 
other plants at Moline, Illinois, and 
Welland, Ontario. 

The tractor plant, he observed, is 
one of the largest on the American 
continent, Y 

A picture of the plants was the 
opener to the program. 

“What Is New in Farm Machinery?" 
was the title to the next picture, which 
included the new type of Hammer Mili 
and the damming Lister, a machine 
used in the dry areas to preserve mois- 
ture. Mr. Swallow explained that a 
number of this type of machine were 
used in southern Alberta and southern 
Saskatchewan last year but the actual 
results will not be known till later. 

“School Days’ was the title of the 
next picture, which showed a complete 
two-cylinder tractor service. school 
which is held every year for the Lene- 
fit of dealers and dealers’ service men. 
Here was demonstrated the simplicity 
o° servicing the John Deere two- 
cylinder tractor.

What Social Credit Is 


(Contributed by Grande Prairie Social Credit Group) 


As Major Douglas’ discovery (re- 
ferred to last week), that the aggre 
gate of prices is always greater than 
the aggregate of incomes, is a matter 
of prime importance, let us study it a 
little more closely. 

If all the costs of production were 
traced back to thvir original source, 
it would be found that they consist of 
payments made to somebody or other 
for services rendered, real or imag- 
inary; so, at a first glance, it might 
seem obvious that, no matter what the 
be, there is 
aiways bound to be sufficient money 
in the community’s hands to buy the 
whole product. That is far from being 
the case. 

What is overlooked is that the 
various items appearing in costs to- 
day represent payments made over a 
long period of time. Some were made 
last week, some last month, some last 
year, some many years ago; but to be 
effective as purchasing powcr now— 
as they would have to be in order to 
buy today’s products—every penny of 


{these payments would have had to be|/home markets cannot 


saved. We know, however, that most 
of the money was spent as it was re- 
ceived and no lenger exists as pur- 
power; for, as we shall see 
later, money, or purchasing powe-, is 
extinguished in buying goods for final 
use or consumption. 

Take any business you like, and 
analyse its costs, and you will find 
that they can be divided into two 
groups—inside and outside payments. 
Inside payments are the wages, sal- 
aries, commissions, dividends, and 
directors’ fees, etc., paid to or received 
by all the individuals associated with 
that business, employers and 


ployed, and constitute their income. 


Outside payments are payments made 


to other firms for plant and machin- 
ery, raw materials, etc., 
payments are opviously not income so 
is concerned, 


; yet the selling price of its products is 


the sum of tme inside and outside nay- 
ments. It follows, therefore, that the 


they produce—assuming that they 
wanted to do so. Receiving an income 


representing the inside payments 
alone, they clearly cannot par rrices 
made up of both inside and outside 


payloents. That is true of any single 
business, therefore it is true of all 
businesses collectively. 

It follows, then, that the income of 
the community is insufficient to buy 
all the goods it produces. This state- 
ment remains true even if all profits 
and interest are eliminated. Prices 
be the sum of inside and 
payments, while incomes 
would be the inside payments alone. 
This destroys the Socialist contention 
that profit is the root of economic 
evils, and Professor Soddy's conten ‘ion 
that it is interest which occupies that 
position.

OTTAWA, Mar. 4-—-Measures which 
mean a good deal to many people 
throughout Canada were discussed 
during the week. It began with a 
debate on the question of relief, with 
the idea being advanced that relief 
should be a federal responsibility, and 
not merely a municipal or provincial 
one. There is no doubt in my mind, 
but this attitude is the proper one to 
take; it led me to investigate how re- 
lief is administered in other countries. 


Turning our eyes at our great neigh- 
bors to the South of us, we find that 
the chief qualification is not whether 
an individual is a particular resident 
of either one state or another, but that 
he is an American citizen. If a man 
living in California is destitute, he 
gets exactly the same treatments, all 
other conditions being equal as a resi- 
dent of Maine or New Jersey, in that 
country relief has become ws federal 
responsibility. 

Just think too, of the vast amount 
of duplication that this method szves, 
but the greatest fact is that it does 
away with the necessity of buffeting 
individuals from one authority to an- 
other. 


Just this week, I received a letter 
from a young couple, which in part 
reads as follows: “Then I went to the 
relief office and there they told me 
that it was impossible for them to give 
me my relief without identification 
card. I was very discouraged to hear 
that from a supposed human voice. I 
tried to explain it wasn't fair for them 
to do that to a woman and a child 
that only wanted something to eat and 
a place to sleep, but they told me they 
were very sorry they couldn't help me, 
so for the first time in my life, I could 
not control myself and started to get 
mad, so they said I was a communist 
and if I don’t go out of the building. 
they would send the police after me 
and put me in jail, so I had to go 
away without anything. Honestly I 
don't know what to do or say, but I'll 
go back tomorrow and try again.” 

This ia only one out. of a vast num- 
ber, and I am convinced that this kind 
of situation will persist until we have 
made reli-f a federal responsibility.

own credit, etc.” All of which leaves 
me about as wise as | was before. 
The vagueness of their program makes 
me believe that the founders of Socia) 
credit have followed the advice of a 
famous cynic, who once said: “If you 
would make your doctrine immortal, 
make it incomprehens:ble, for then no 
one can prove that ii is wrong.” 

For the purpose of this discussion 
the Social Credit theory advoca‘ed by 
the Hon. Wm. Aberhart, I pres'ime, is 
the one to be considered. I don't 
know if this is exactly the same as 
the Douglas theory or not, and I doubt 
if they do. But I do know what the 
pre-election promises were, and now 
let us consider some of them, and see 
how they have been fulfilled.

The sky makes an excellent background for pictures of people. But don’t 
tlit the camera too sharply! 


I* YOUR snapshots of people, do 
you ever run into “background” 
trouble? That is, do the back- 

«grounds in your pictures tend to at- 
tract more attention than the per- 
sons in them? 

‘This is the case in a great many 
amateur snapshols, and the reason 
is simple. Many snapshooters con- 
centrate all their attention on the 
person or persons they are pictur- 
ing, and forget that there is a back- 
ground. But the camera doesn’t for- 
get—it obediently takes in every- 
thing at which it is pointed. 

The background is just as impor- 
tant as the person in a picture, and 
should receive just as much atten- 
tion, Particularly does one need to 
take care that the background is not 
obtrusive, and does not “steal the 
show” from the person pictured. 

Iu tho summer time, the “worst of- 
fender” in backgrounds is spotty 
follage, euch as trees or follage with 
ight shining between the leaves. 
Backgrounds of this sort tend to 
show up as strong: black: with 
splotches of strong white, and prove 
quite distracting. 


In the winter time, when many 
pictures are made indoors, wallpa- 
per with a pronounced pattern spoils 
many pictures that otherwise would 
be excellent. Too, in winter work 
outdoors, many amateurs overlook 
trees behind the subject, and obtain 
pictures which appear to show bare 
tree branches growing out of a per- 
son's head. 

The best backgrounds are neutral. 
They may range from almost white 
for a brightly-lighted cheery effect, 
to almost black for an effect of dig- 
nity or richness; but they should al- 
most never have a vigorous pattern 
or too definite a character of their 
own, 

Outdoors, one of the best simple 
backgrounds is the sky, To obtain a 
sky background, it is necessary to 
use the camera fairly low and point 
it slight!y upward. Do not tilt the 
camera too sharply, unless you want 
your subjects to appear to be lean- 
ing back. A color filter, used over 
the lens, helps to give richness and 
depth of tone to the sky.

negative pressure that is normal in

that the lung collapses and is at rest. 

Not all patients require pneumo- 
therax, nor are all cases suitable foi 
such treatment, For those cases 
which are selected after proper exam-

We like the sensation and we like 
being up in the sunlight when other 
people are being deafened in railway 
trains or hove about In ships —-but we | 
do object to the prospect of being) 
crashed and/or burned And although 
tens of thousands of people who are 
either ignorant or reckless do travel by | 
air, there are hundreds of thourands | 
who would travel by air if only the 
air transport operators would get into 
their heads the f ect that they ‘sould 


get very much more business by being 


able to guarantee safety. The trouble 
is that practically all the senior men 
connected with aircraft, whether with 


civil transport or with design and con- 


struction, lived through the war and 
became accustomed and hardened to 
having their friends killed and burned 
needlessly. 

There is no more need to kill and 
burn passengers in air liners today 
that there was during the war to kill 
and burn pilots because the technical 
people were too stupid to allow the 
use of parachutes. There are in exis- 


tence today in Britain and in Germany, 
and there were once in America, quite 
good aero-engines which burn fuel oil 
which, though not diesel oil in the 
ordinary sense, is at any rate not uub- 
ject to inflammation on such = slight 
provocation as is gasoline. But, ex- 
cept in Germany, little has been done | 
during the past few years to develop 
these engines. On the other hand, we 
have been told over and over again, 
during the past year or more that 
there is no need to develop them, be- 
cause, thanks to faked fuels, —- high- 
octave fuels they are called by the 
gasoline witch doctors,—the economy 
of a gasoline motor can be improved 
to that which compression § ignition 
(diesel) motors achieved some four or 
five years ago. If the intelligence and 
energy and money which have been 
spent on producing motors for faked 
fuels had been put into solid research 
work for the production of diesel 
motors, air transport would have been 
flying entirely on diesels by now, and 
many of those people who have been 
burned on mountainsides in the United 
States, and like poor Edwin Musick 
and his crew at sea, might have been 
alive and flying. 
Similarly, if some 
brain work that have been spent 
making complicated all-metal 
planes fly at fantastic 
consequently fantastic landing 
had been put into the proper develop-

If 
the research departments of the world 
would stop turning over techincal hay- 
stacks on the off chance that there 


may be a needle somewhere in them 
and would concentrate on ad hoc re- 
search—-which means looking through 
a haystack when you know that a 
needle is there-——-and would go fuli out 
for the improvement of compression - | 
ignition motors and the achievement | 
ot low landing speeds, within a few | 
years air transport would become a 
paying proposition.

Thrills Listeners 
At W. I. Meeting 


W. DO. Albright Tells Enthralling Story 
Of Those Who Pioneered This Peace 
River Country; The Trails And Trials 
Overcome By Courage And Faith. 


“The pioneers of the Peace! What 
a splendid heritage of bravery and 
courage they have given us. For, like 
the armies of Caesar, ‘They came, they 
saw, they conquered.’ and their epic 
struggle has been mostly unrecorded!” 
Listening tt: Mr. Albright, superin- 
tendent of Beaverlodge Experimental 
Substation, on Thursday evening last 
week, at the home of Mrs. A. R. Hill- 
man, inembers of the W.l. were thrilled 
with incidents and pictures of the days 
of the “trail” before the coming of the 


railway. 
And what trails! Men, women and 
children, accustomed to the refine- 


ments of well-to-do homes in long- 
settled districts, were suddenly thrust 
into rough river boats with no provi- 
sion for passengers, stayed overnight 
at almost impossible stopping places, 
and during the day struggled over 
trails that were veritable quagmires, 
paying well for the privilege of follow- 
ing a wagon—anc where “putting a 


shoulder to the wheel” was taken 
literally. 

It was over just such a trail Mr. 
and Mrs. Albright and their baby 
daughter came into the country in 
1913. When they finally reached the 


open lands of Beaver Lodge district 
there were still many years of hard- 
ship before reluctant success came. In 
his own inimitable manner. Mr. Al- 
bright told of nursing potatoes through 
a particularly cold winter, hauling 
water long distances daily, wearing 
clothes that were patched beyond rec- 
ognition, while they wrestled with the 


bissx problems of providing food and 
shelter in a new land. But they came 
through. 


Along the trail, late one night, Mr. 
Albright :met a discouraged farmer, 
driving a pair of worn-out horses 
hitched to a heavy load. The trail was 
icy slush, six to twelve inches deep, 
into which the horses floundered at 
every step. Behind the outfit, driving 
the family cow, walked a woman, her 
long skirts trailing. “about forty 
pounds of icy mud clinging to them,” 
and she smiled bravely. Of such stuff 
are pioneers. 

While in Edmorton Mr. Albright 
had been interested in a real estate 
window dispiay, purporting to show 
pictures of Dunvegan with a beautiful 
bridge spanning the Peace, smoking 
factories, and all the signs of a pros- 
perous city. Lots were being sold at 
sky-high prices there and at many 
other mud-holes during those days of 
uncontrolled booms, many sinking 


their life’s savings in such frauds. 
These, however, were not the real 
pioneers. 


Today, where Mr. Albright built his 
first log house, on a height of land 
overlooking the valleys for miles 
around, stands the beautiful and 
famous Beaverlodge Experimental 
Substation, the pride of the Peace and 
marvel to visitors.
